Hospital Authority 

Among the numerous proposed amendments 
to the Georgia constitution which are to be 
voted on June 3, there is one which should re- 
ceive the approval of every citizen of the state. 

This is the amendment which authorizes 
local governments to pool their resources to 
construct and operate hospitals. 

It is of vital importance to Atlanta, to Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties, inasmuch as it pro- 
vides a way by which the tragically dangerous 
conditions at Grady hospital and Battle Hill 
Sanitarium may be eliminated and the com- 
munity given new and perfectly modern in- 
stitutions. 

It will also remove all question as to 
equitable division of the cost of maintenance 
of the institutions. The two counties will share 
the cost together on pro rata basis. The hos- 
pitals will then be open to residents of either 
county, thus eliminating an undesirable condi- 
tion now existing, which bars Grady to resi- 
dents of DeKalb county outside of the city of 
Atlanta. 

However, it should never be forgotten that, 
if future difficulties arise in the carrying out 
of this program, the amendment does not make 
it mandatory that the two counties pool re- 
sources for hospital service. It is merely a 
permissive clause and need not be adopted by 
any county which does not see fit. 

At the same time it is important to under- 
stand that the amendment is by no means 
local in its application only. It applies to every 
county in the state and will undoubtedly open 
the way for provision of hospital facilities in 
many sections of the state now woefully lack- 
ing in this respect. 

Thus a vote against the amendment does 
not only oppose hospital modernization plans 
in the Atlanta area, but refuses to many other 
counties of the state an opportunity to pro- 
vide hospitals for their people, an opportunity 
which has been eagerly awaited in many a 
county far distant from Fulton.

“We Never Talk About That’’ 


Secretary of the Navy Knox, at a press con- 
ference this week, when asked just what steps 
are being taken to cope with Germany’s aerial 
blockade of Britain, replied, “It‘s one of the 
things we are not talking about.” 

Not talking about because it would be the 
height of foolishness to make public informa- 
tion which would be of high value to the 
enemy. 

The American people will have to adjust 
themselves, for the period of the war emerg- 
ency, to a certain amount of secrecy by high 
officials of this government. It is recognized 
now by all that this country is virtually at 
war. At the least, it is co-operating to the 
full with Britain. And it would be utter stu- 
pidity to reveal secrets which would prove 
helpful to Germany or damaging to Britain. 

And the means to be adopted to assure full 
and free delivery of cargoes from this country 
to Britain would undoubtedly lose much of 
their effectiveness if known to the Nazis in 
advance. No boxer who “telegraphs” his blows 
to his opponent in advance is going to last long 
in the ring. No baseball team whose signals 
are known to the opposing nine stands much 
chance of victory. 

So, regardless of the American custom of 
making public every detail about everything 
that has happened, is happening or is about 
to happen, it will be necessary for some time 
to come to respect the proper reticence of the 
‘national leaders and to trust they are directing 
the actions and policy of the nation along the 


road to victory.

It is years since Georgia farmers have seen 
their spring plantings suffer so severely for 
lack of rain. Cotton is reported as either not 
up at all or drying to death in puny stalks. 
Grains and corn are woefully behind and other 
crops are in such condition that the farmers 
are inclined to weep when they gaze upon them. 

Yet all this will be forgotten in a short 
while, after the rains come.

Awakening 

Slowly the American people are awakening 
to the very real peril which faces this country. 
Step by step the general public is learning 
what informed persons have long known, that 
if Britain falls, it will be only a matter of time 
—comparatively short time—before the Nazi 
machine will be attempting the invasion and 
conquest of our own land. 

The latest Gallup poll reveals that a ma- 
jority of the people of this nation favor use of 
the United States Navy to convoy, or other- 
wise protect, the shipments of war materials, 
food, etc., which we are sending to Britain. 

From Washington instructions are being 
sent out to local government units, to engineers 
and others, as to the best methods of building 
air raid shelters. With the admonition that, 
while there is no present need for such shelters, 
it is advisable to be ready to construct them in 
quick time should the need arise. 

President Roosevelt appoints Mayor La- 
Guardia, of New York, to head a newly-created 
Office of Civilian Defense and it is announced 
that recruiting will soon start for a home de- 
fense army of a million men. This army is to 
be composed of men deferred from the selective 
draft because of dependents, but otherwise well 
able to serve. In their spare time they will 
learn the many duties of such an army, such 
as auxiliary fire fighting, deferise of war in- 
dustries and vital public utilities, defense 
against enemy bombers, etc., etc. 

All these things bring home to the Ameri- 
can people the fact that this country itself 
may, unless Naziism is smashed in Europe, 
feel the horrors of air blitzkrieg. It would be 
easy for a world conquering Germany to estab- 
lish bases in Mexico or Central America, from 
which air attacks on many United States cities 
would not be too difficult. 


Everything which helps to awaken the peo-— 


ple of the nation to the true situation and to 
make them realize the world peril which does 
not exempt our own land, is of high value. 
For once America is fully aroused, she is 
reasonably safe.

HORSES VS. MACHINES 
(From The Moultrie Observer.) 

Some of the noblest pieces of statuary in this 
country portray famous generals carved in stone 
astride their prancing steeds. For before the days 
of mechanized war equipment horses were an 
invaluable part of a nation’s army. Lately, how- 
ever, after observing Nazi war tactics, it would 
appear that too much loyalty to horses would 
be a most dangerous thing. 

United States Army strategists and tacticians 
are said to be about evenly divided, the older 
men insisting that the horse is still valuable in 
any armed force and the younger men wanting 
to scrap everything that doesn’t runj on wheels. 

The former make a persuasive argument for 
the horses on the ground that they don’t run out 
of fuel as trucks and tanks do, and are better 
in rough or soft terrain. But, on the whole, the 
verdict is likely to be in favor of the tanks and 
caterpillar traction. The horses have less and 
less chance of survival against machineguns and 
rapid-firing cannon. 

It might seem a little awkward to have future 
heroes preserved for antiquity sitting astride a 
modern tank, and it undoubtedly will require 
more granite or marble for statues, but the last 
battle won by our side will more than com- 


pensate for the loss of horses as Army equipment. | 


| THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
CHARTING THE FUTURE WASHINGTON, May 22.—The 


atmosphere in Washington at 
the moment recalls the half hour before a bad thunderstorm on a 
summer day in 4he country. All would be passive and calm if it 
were not for the rumors that fly about the city. A national emer- 
gency is to be declared. Martinque is to be seized. Martinique is 
not to be seized, but Dakar is. Relations with France are to be 
ruptured. The President is to send an important message to con- 
gress on foreign policy. He is not to send the message, but is to 
make a very tough speech next Tuesday. 

These gusts of talk are like the sudden gusts of wind in the 
leaves and dust flurries in the fields that foretell the coming of 
rain. Spécifically, they may mean anything or nothing. Any or 
none of the specific events foretold may take place. Possibly one 
of them will have taken place already, before these words are 
printed. But, generally, they mean that positive action of some 


sort is in preparation. 

PSYCHOLOGY On the basis of the reports to date, it seems 
likely that the action will be directed more at 

altering the situation within the country rather than changing the 

course of the war. For, unless the Dakar rumor is correct, which 

seems unlikely, none of the steps now forecast will have any but 

a psychological effect. 

Taking the reports in order, the declaration of a national emer- 
gency will not alter the practical situation in any way. When the 
war began, the President declared what he called a “limited emer- 
gency” for the stated purposes of safeguarding American neutrality 
and promoting the national defense. The first purpose has gone 
with the wind. The second is sufficient to call into being any of 
the emergency powers lodged in his office. .The Justice Depart- 
ment lawyers may like to draw fine distinctions. Yet, if the Presi- 
dent really wanted them to do so, they could certainly find in the 
declaration of limited emergency an excuse for any exercise of 
emergency power, from radio control to shipping control. Thus, if 
a full emergency is declared, the real gain to be hoped from the 
move is showing the country where it stands. : 

The taking of Martinque would promise the same gain, and no 
other. Abroad, the effect would be downright bad. In the belief 
of the wisest diplomats here, European opinion would accept such 
an action as proof of the German charge that the United Staf®s’ 
sole interest in this war is an imperialist hankering to pick up the 
pieces. The French people, who look with hope to this country 
even at the present dark hour, when they are deceived by their 
leaders and about to be dragged into dangerous adventures, would 
lose their hopes of us. Militarily, the move would be meaningless, 
since Martinque is without defense and can be taken by us at 
any time. 

Thus the project of occupying Martinique, which has undoubt- 
edly been considered by the President even if not finally adopted, 
is seen to be a sort of ersatz action. The query remains, whether 
the President has considered an ersatz action in order to prepare 
the public mood for real action, or simply to satisfy those who now 
demand that he act without offending the opposition. 

Finally there is the President’s speech. Mere words, however 
tough, obviously cannot change anything but our own public opinion 


at the present juncture.

THE RED BADGE OF COURAGE Germany’s parachute 


troops have got a foot- 
hold in Crete and the subject of parachute troops happens to be 
on my mind. 

Being just back from Fort Benning, where I saw some of the 
nation’s first parachute troops at work, I want to second what 
others have written about the courage and the skill of the men 
who are making up this new branch of our Army. 

In my time I’ve written, sincerely, of the courage of a boxer 
taking a beating and still gcoming in toward his opponent, peering 
through bloody eyes, seeking to find his foe. I've done my share 
in reporting the courage of a tired and weary, sweat-stained golfer 
steadying his trembling hands to knock in a long putt to win the 
title. I’ve done a number of pieces about the batter, with two 
gone and the winning run on third, matching his wits and his 
skill with a great pitcher to single and win the game. I recall 
many a battered, worn-out halfback who called on some hidden 
reservoir of stamina to go slogging off tackle for: the winning 
touchdown. ; 

That’s all right. They had courage. I’m not recanting. 

I’m just saying that I’ve seen the boys who have to show more 
courage. And many of them are halfbacks and tackles and track 
men. But most of them are just boys from country towns and 
from cities. 

They’ve got courage—the real stuff. 

When one can hurl one’s body out of an airplane traveling fast 
about 800 or 1,000 feet off the ground in-a 28-foot parachute— 
well, I’m still feeling the prickle of heat along my scalp and a 
tremendous pride in the men who do it. The job they do calls 
for the ultimate in courage. Good, raw, cool, calculated courage. 
They’ve got to jump, and think, and act. Now, I think, I’ve seen 
what courage really is! 


THE NOVICE JUMPS I saw a Georgia boy, Lewis Aultman, 
of Tifton, make his first novice jump 
from the new towers. 

The business of training a parachute jumper is not simple. 
Only men who’ve had a year of regular Army training are accepted. 

They go through two weeks of calisthenics. They learn to 
tumble. They learn the rolling tumble which an acrobat knows. 
In landing, if you can’t land on the balls of the feet, you roll. 

If you roll, you don’t get hurt. 

Then follow short jumps from a dummy plane. 
jumps in harness, with the body falling about 12 feet before the 
harness catches the body. 

Then come the descents in captive parachutes from the towers. 
(The World’s Fair towers were 125 feet high. These are 250.) 
Then comes the jump from the tower in a free parachute. It must 
be handled. It is not directed. 

The beginner is hauled up. Of course, he is excited. Being 
hauled up 250 feet is something. He is cut loose. The wind catches 
him. He begins to swing. The body becomes a giant pendulum. 
If the body is smacked into the ground on that pendulum swing, it 
may crack a bone. Or maybe two. 

The instructors begin to run, shouting to him: 

“Check your oscillation! Pull.on your ‘risers’.” 

If the novice does that he checks his pendulum swing. If he 
remembers enough he can turn his parachute. and land with it. 
If he can’t he must remember to roll, not to obey instinct and 
stiffen up. 

Aultman stiffened up, landing with his back to the ’chute’s 
direction. His body was smacked backwards. He was knocked out 
as a football player is knocked out in a hard, rib-rattling tackle. 
In a couple of minutes he was up and went in to get a scratch 
on his head painted with iodine. He’ll be back today. 

They were going up two at a time, one on each wing of the 
tower. 

“Release one! Release two.” 

Down they would come. 

I never had such a thrill. I am not quite sure. I think, right 
now, that I will give the next person who says the American boy 
is soft a bust in the nose. Just one. 


THE EXPERTS Some of our jumpers are experts already. They 
took some of them out Wednesday morning 
and tried to make some of them land in trees. / 

They couldn’t. The better ones can come out of that plane, 
land on their feet, and have their guns recovered and set up 
before one has time to gulp more than twice. 

One has to admit the Germans have done a great job in Crete, 
As far as military training goes, they. have their parachute troops 
trained to a degree, and supported to a degree by bombers and 
smoke screens, that the rest of the world cannot fail to give 
grudging admiration. And, admitting it, go to work. ‘ 

Having seen our own men in action I can better understand 
the success of the Germans. Three thousand parachute troops, 
coming down in terrain far from a road, could be set up before 
any mobile troops could reach them. Once set up, they could 
present trench mortars, machineguns and ;perhaps one-pounders. * 

The parachute troops are the most dramatic and the most 
dangerous troops in this amazing war. 

War is a great and terrible thing. 

But when the bands begin to play and when you see the 
American soldier at his best— 

Will someone please say to me the American boy is soft? 

Please, just once. Tell me that. 

I’ve seen our own parachute troops in the making. And they’ve 
got it. They’ve got all it takes. And then some, Man, they are swell,

In the Kansas home town of my boyhood, the only merchants 
who made any money were the druggist who sold prescription 
whisky and the furniture dealer, who got most of his profit from 
coffins. 

Yet it was commonly believed that merchandising was easy and 


_ profitable, and the merchants were regarded as legitimate prey by 


everybody who had an axe to grind. 

If somebody decided to form a band or buy uniforms for a ball 
team or do something for the high school, the first step was to tap 
the merchants. 

If a farmer miles from town lost a mule or cow, some neighbor 
related to him by birth or marriage would come to town with a 
“subscription paper” and ask every merchant to chip in a dollar 
or two to replace the poor fellow’s loss. 

The program racket still flourishes, in big towns and little ones. 

In Chicago, for example, the district boss uses it to harvest the 
benefits of power. He arranges occasional boxing matches, picnics, 
etc., and provides programs to carry the advertisements of his bene- 
ficiaries. There is no fixed rate. A little gambler is invited to pay 
$10 for a page; a gambling house or saloon may pay $100; a great 
merchant who has been privileged to ignore’ certain city ordinances 
may pay as much as $500. 

In every case the money is 
expected. 

In small towns the graft is polite and the approach delicate, 
but every merchant understands that he is not paying for adver- 
tising but for the past and future patronage of the solicitors and 
their friends. . : 

That may seem fair enough, if it isn’t overdone, but sometimes 
the idea is ugly and sinister. There is an unspoken threat to get 
even with the merchant if he doesn’t come across, and then the 
deal becomes plain blackmail. 

They won’t get any sympathy, however. Who cares what hap- 
pens to a rich man? 

Almost invariably the merchants suffer in silence—resenting 
the hold-ups that drain away their profits, yet afraid to refuse lest 
they lose the good will of those who prey on them.

Rolled Roast 


Rolled rib roast of beef is a 
perennial favorite, one we all like 
to serve when company comes, or 
as a bit of something extra for 
Sunday dinner. It is no wonder 
that housewives like to serve 
rolled roast, for it is not only eco- 
nomical but easy to serve. 

Rolled rib roast is tender enough 
to cook successfully by the true 


roasting method, that is, uncov- 


ered and with no water added to! 


the pan. The ribs act as conduc-| 
tors of heat and therefore reduce | 
the length of time for roasting. 

Convenience is another advan- 
tage of this roast, for it is easily 
carved. Thin, even slices are cut 
across the face of the roll. The 
cords which hold the meat are 
cut one by one as the carver 
reaches them. 


To Cook a Rolled Roast. | 


Season with salt and pepper and |

First of all, measure accurately 
the amount of tea and water, and 
the time of brewing.
